SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Some of the content of Lipstick 10 is objectionable, in particular; the advertisements 
promoting videos of nude pregnant models; the text in which women are described as 
constantly servicing men, and the text describing women as their body parts rather 
than as human beings; all of the close-up photographs of genitalia and the anal 
region; and photographs of single female models in positions drawing attention to their 
labia. This content degrades, dehumanises and demeans women in terms of 
s.3(3)(c). It also represents women as inferior to other members of the public by 
reason of their gender in terms of s.3(3)(e) by reducing them to no more than objects 
for male sexual gratification. Turning to 3(4), we are of the view that while Lipstick 10 
contains material that degrades, dehumanises and demeans women, it is not of a 
sufficiently dominant effect to warrant an outright ban. The availability of Lipstick 10 
would not be injurious to the public good provided it is restricted to persons 18 years of 
age and over. The injury to the public good caused by the availability of this magazine 
to persons under the age of 18 years is its potential to reinforce negative male 
attitudes towards women amongst more impressionable male teenagers. 
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
